ANNUAL  REPORT  S.A.C  FOUNDATION 

The  First  Annual  Meeting  of  Members  of  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Foundation 
was  held  on  Thursday,  October  27,  at  the  Staff  House  of  the  Confederation  Life 
Association.  The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Trustees. 

"This  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Foundation  is  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
June  30,  1966.  the  first  full  year  in  which  it  has  had  the  services  of  a  full  time 
Executive  Director. 

Much  of  the  year  was  devoted  to  an  assessment  of  the  Foundation's  aims  and  ob- 
jectives, possible  sources  of  income,  its  method  of  operation,  and  the  organization 
necessary  to  attain  its  objectives.  This  phase  of  activity  was  undertaken  by  the  Mem- 
bership Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr.  Gage  H.  Love. 

To  acquaint  all  those  having  some  connection  with  St.  Andrew's  about  activity 
at  the  School  and  the  work  of  the  Foundation,  publication  of  "The  Andrean"  was/ 
sponsored  and  three  issues  distributed  throughout  the  year. 

A  long-range  program  was  eventually  decided  upon,  with  a  goal  of  $1,650,000  to 
be  sought  over  the  ten-year  period  commencing  in  1966  from  Old  Boys,  parents  and 
other  friends  of  the  School,  through  annual  membership  coupled  with  an  appeal  for 
bequests  to  the  School.  This  program  got  under  way  in  May  in  the  Toronto  area  and 
will  be  extended  to  other  areas  throughout  Canada  and  the  world  as  rapidly  as  will- 
ing volunteers  can  be  found  to  carry  it  out.  Ninety-four  individuals  are  involved  in 
the   Toronto   solicitation. 

Shown  below  is  the  Statement  of  Assets  and  of  Income  and  Expenditures,  together 
with  a  breakdown  of  the  source  of  memberships  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1966. 
It  can  be  stated  insummary  that  in  the  year  under  review,  the  School  received  the 
net  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund  intact  including  income  designated  for  special 
purposes  and  contributions  for  special  scholarships;  expenses  of  the  Foundation  have 
been  met;  capital  funds  increased  by  $1,400;  and  $10,000  made  available  towards  pay- 
ment of  bond  indebtedness,  leaving  a  balance  of  funds  in  general  bank  account  of 
$3,000.  An  additional  amount  of  $5,500  was  turned  over  to  the  School  from  the 
Building  and   Scholarship   Fund. 

While  the  results  of  the  Foundation  activity  for  the  year  offer  a  degree  of  optimism, 
it  must  be  pointed  out  that  only  $15,000  was  available  to  the  School  at  June  30th  to 
meet  its  commitment  of  $52,000  in  bond  principal  and  interest.  Thus  at  that  date,  a 
shortage  of  $37,000  existed,  with  another  $51,000  approximately  to  be  found  by  June 
30th,  1967.  It  is  obvious  that  even  the  minimum  objectives  can  be  reached  only  by 
whole  -  hearted  support  from  all  those  who  have  an  interest  in  St.  Andrew's  College."

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we 
record  the  death  of  Donald  Rowan 
on  November  28,  1966.  Don  attend- 
ed the  School  from  1932  to  1936, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  for  the  past  five  years.

Later  he  transferred  to  the 
R.C.A.F.  for  pilot  training,  reverting 
in  rank  from  Captain  to  Flying  Of- 
ficer to  do  so,  and  gained  his  wings 
in  1945  with  the  war  ending  before 
overseas    assignment. 

Returning  to  civilian  life,  he 
joined  Direct  Winters  Transport  and 
later  became  General  Manager.  "In 
1954  he  established  a  General  Mot- 
ors dealership  in  Willowdale  until 
illness  caused  him  to  withdraw 
gradually  from  management.  Despite 
failing  health,  he  gave  generously  of 
his  time  and  energy  to  the  affairs 
of  the  School,  and  to  the  Multiple 
Sclerosis  Society,  of  which  he  was 
founding  President,  Ontario  Divi- 
sion. 

Also  Old  Boys  of  the  School 
are  two  of  his  sons,  DOUG'61  and 
BOB    '63.
